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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most related prior art of record to the Applicants' claimed invention are Rainey et al. 
(US. Pat. #: 6,205,210) and Clark et al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0042469). Rainey et al. teaches a 
method for improved automatic message accounting (AMA) in telephony systems wherein an 
originating switch creates and manages all AMA messages related to a call. For a portability 
call, when the called is routed to the "true" destination/terminating switch, so-call existing 
switch, the local routing number (LRN) data are sent back to the originating switch in order to 
complete AMA call details for billing the portability call. It is noted that Rainey et al. teaches 
the method to improve the AMA messages or CDRs for billing portability calls in 
telecommunications network. However, Rainey et al. fails to teach the Applicants' claimed 
invention included the features of, inter alia, incorporating information returned from the 
network number portability database into the CRD, as substantially described and connected to 
the independent claim 1. Similarly, the Rainey et al. fails to teach the same features as recited in 
(c) of independent claim 21 and claim 3 1 . 

Clark et al. teaches the method of rerouting the portability calls from the local routing 
numbers obtained from a database. Clark et al. also teaches querying the portability number 
database for the routing numbers by using artificial intelligence algorithms. The incoming calls 
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enter an ingress side of the network switch. An incoming call is routed to the edge switch across 
the trunks using one of the routing numbers queried from the database. The edge switch 
connects the call to an end office switch and the call is ultimately connected to an end-user. 
Clark et al. also fails to teach or fairly suggest the features of claims 1, 21 and 31 as discussed in 
the Rainey et al. reference. 

Therefore, claims 1-48 are allowed with the statement of reasons as stated above.
